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Maia petition rebutted 


he deadline for comments has passed 

on a petition for rule making to the 

FCC that would prohibit all one-way 
transmissions (below 30 MHz), such as 
code practice and information bulletins from 
WIAW. The petition, RM-8626, was filed 
by Frederick O. Maia, WSYI, in March. 
The ARRL urged the FCC “‘in the strongest 
possible terms” to deny or dismiss the peti- 
tion without further consideration. The 
ARRL said that Maia’s arguments were 
overstated and inflammatory in their use of 
words such as “chaos” and “crisis propor- 
tions” to describe what he sees as on-the-air 
disagreements among amateurs related to 
one-way transmissions. The League cited 
WI1AW’s 65 years of free service to ama- 
teurs; other countries whose amateur soci- 
eties also conduct informational bulletins 
on the air; the absence of any allegations

that WIAW creates any significant inter- 
ference to ongoing amateur communica- 
tions; and the value of W1AW’s bulletins in 
alerting amateurs to disaster situations. 
The ARRL also said that since W1 AW 
bulletins are not intended for the general 
public, they hence are not “broadcasting,” 
according to definitions in the Communica- 
tions Act, the ITU Radio Regulations, and 
the Amateur Service Rules. They are, rath- 
er, amateur communication that has no 
more potential for undue interference than 
two-way communication. The League said 
that “any on-air anger perceived by Maia” 
ought to be the subject of FCC enforcement 
action, not rules changes, saying such situ- 
ations were the direct result of the Commis- 
sion “allowing abuses to continue for months 
and years rather than timely addressing 
them in the context of the existing rules.” @

Where’s my porch? 
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EMF cancer link studied 


he Council of the American Physi- 

cal Society (APS) has issued the 
results of a study entitled “Power 

Line Fields and Public Health,” concerning 
the potential dangers of cancer from elec- 
tromagnetic fields that emanate from com- 
mon power lines and electrical appliances. 
The APS concluded that “the scientific 
literature, and the reports of reviews by 
other panels show no consistent, significant 
link between cancer and power line fields” 
and “the preponderance of ... research find- 
ings have failed to substantiate those stud- 
ies which have reported specific adverse 
health effects from exposure to such fields. 
“While it is impossible to prove that no 
deleterious health effects occur from expo-

sure to any environmental factor, it is nec- 
essary to demonstrate a consistent, signifi- 
cant, and causal relationship before one can 
conclude that such effects do occur. From 
this standpoint, the conjectures relating 
cancer to power line fields have not been 
scientifically substantiated.” 

The APS said that billions of dollars 
are being spent by states and municipalities 
to mitigate and litigate this perceived prob- 
lem and “the burden of cost placed on the 
American public is incommensurate with 
the risk, if any.”

f your pride and joy ham call plate 

disappears—be it either lost or stolen— 

don’t despair. While the replacement 
plate will not be exactly what you lost, you 
will still have “Amateur Radio” on your 
license plate. 

The Pennsylvania Motor Vehicle Bu- 
reau will not reissue your lost plate for 
various reasons, the most important being if 
someone is using your plate illegally, and is 
picked up for a motor vehicle violation, or 
if your lost plate is used for some unlawful 
operation, you will not be accused. Howev- 
er, there are provisions now in place to issue 
a plate bearing your FCC call sign, plus a 
hyphen and the number 2. This can be 
accomplished by completing the form MV- 
904 (Radio Amateur Auto License applica- 
tion), submit to the Bureau with the usual

$20 fee plus a copy of your amateur radio 
station license. 

An attempt was made to substitute a 3 
for the 2, but the Bureau would not budge 
from the regulations, not withstanding the 
bureau saying that they understood why 3 
would be preferred here in Pennsylvania. If 
you should insist on the 3, you would have 
to go the “Vanity Plate” route, and this 
would preclude the use of “Amateur Radio” 
on your plate. 

If it should become necessary to re- 
place a lost or stolen plate, make the 
necessary application on MV-904, and 
give details about the loss of your plate. 
You might want to refer to Lawrence P. 
White’s (Acting Director Bureau of Mo- 
tor Vehicles) letter dated April 21, 1995 
addressed to me. &
